From tbe Australian paper* Juit received at 


New Tork we have lull accounts at the attempt- 
ed ataasilnatloQ of Prluce Alfred at Sydney on 
March 13th. It appears tbat Ills Royal lllRhueas 
wo* atteudiog some public fettlvUlet in tbe vi- 
cinity of Ihe city and was walking ou the grounds 
when tbeaaaustu stole up behind ulta, and when 
he bad approached to within three or four feet, 
Bulled out a revolver, took deliberate atm( and 
flred. The shot took eflVct about the middle of 
the back of His Royal Highness. lie fell lor- 
ward on hia bands and knees, exclaiming, "Good 
God, my back la broken." A number of people, 
upon leelng Ul« Royal Highness fall, ran to his 
assistance, lifted him from tho ground, and pro. 
ceei'ed to carry him to a tent, which had been 
pitched tor his use. Eminent surgeons were Im- 
mediately in attendance, and upon au examina- 
tion of (be wound. It was found that the bullet 
lad penetrated the back about half au Inch to 
tho right of the vertebral column, on n level with 
the ninth rib, and, travertin* the course of tbe 
ribs rouud by the right, bad lodged in the flesh 
not far below tbe surface within two inches of 
the breast bone. No .vital organ,' fortunately, 
appeared to be injared,*the course of the bullet 
being, to all appearance, quite superficial. 


The assassin was immediately seized by per- 


sona who saw lie act. Ho made a most furious 
resistance, and even while struggling with his 
capto» flred a second shot into tbe tent where 
tbe "wonnded Prince lay, winch took eOVct upon 
he foot of one of the gentlemen In attendance 
upon him. Au American, Mr. Benjamin Morti- 
mer, then grappled the assassin, and he was flu- 
illy carried by main force aboard a steamer lying 
ita wb uf near qy. He proved to be an Irish uiau 
about thirty five years of age, good appearance 
and well educated, named Henry James O'Farrd 
Se said on board tbe steamer "I ntn a Fenian — 
God save Ireland. I have done my duty and can 
die for my country." lie was promptly brought, 
to trial, ftund gaUiy, and sentenced to be liau^- 
ed. According to h.s owu statement, he had 
jceu inetig .ted to commit the crime by the Fen- 
ansln Grcni Britain, but this does not sue in to 
lave been gunernlfy bcluved in Australia. Ills 
sister, o the trial, testili ,il that he had been lor 
some time insane, aud ibis would eeein to be 
probably the case.
